Dealers will be admitted to the A. E. A. show, Tues- 
day evening, Nov. 9, and a special merchandising 
program will be staged for them. 

The Automotive Manufacturers’ Association will 
give a dinner Friday evening, Nov. 12, at the Palmer 
House, Chicago, and will have a daily buffet lunch- 
eon for wholesalers throughout the week of Nov. 8 
at the Automotive Equipment Mart, 1315 South Michi- 
gan avenue... 

The same week an exposition of automotive mer- 
chandise will be staged at the Michigan avenue 
Armory, Chicago, by the Automotive Accessories As- 
sociation. Approximately 100 manufacturers are 
scheduled to display their products in this show. 
This association also will hold its first convention. 

The following week, starting Nov. 15, the National 
Standard Parts Association will hold its annual show 


in the new and larger mer- 
chandising program that 
is being developed. It is a 
recognition of the im- 
portant place the retailer 
holds in distributing the 
merchandise to the ulti- 
mate consumer.

The show is intended primarily as a mart where 
manufacturers and wholesalers may meet to make con- 
tacts and enter into business arrangements for the 
succeeding year. In order to provide time and room 
for the visiting wholesalers to view the exhibits and 
negotiate with manufacturers it has been found neces- 
sary by the A. E. A. to exclude the general public 
and retail trade from attendance. The concession this 
year in setting apart one evening for attendance by 
the retail trade is regarded as of particular significance 


teresting exhibits this year 
will be new service equipment tools designed to sim- 
plify and speed up maintenance of motor vehicles. Some 
of the largest makers of maintenance equipment are 
members of the A. E. A., and they have taken space 
this year to adequately display their products, which 
they distribute to dealers and service stations through 
reputable jobbers and wholesalers. 

There will be no dearth of new accessories, many of 
which have been designed to give greater safety, com- 
fort, convenience and attractiveness to the motor car. 
The designers have shown great ingenuity in producing 
devices whose utility will be at once obvious to the 
trade and the consumer. Considerable progress also 
has been made in producing accessories that are in 
themselves attractive and at the same time add to the 
attractiveness of the vehicle. 

Among the exhibitors are manufacturers whose 
names have been known in the trade for many years. 
These manufacturers will exhibit complete lines of 
standard equipment and accessories, giving the whole- 
sale trade an opportunity to again review their products 
in a collective display and to make plans for an ener- 
getic merchandising season.

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THE VACUUM SNUBIT 

The Vacuum Snubit is the name of a 
new device designed to check the re- 
bound due to the spring action of auto- 
mobiles. As the name indicates it uses 
the vacuum principle and its construc- 
tion includes a cylinder and a piston, 
the operating principle being shown in 
one of the illustrations while the other 
shows the application on a Car. 

In the sectional view it will be seen 
that a spring tends to force the piston 
toward the end of the cylinder while a 
strap which goes over a pulley and at- 
taches to the axle holds the piston in 
position and the spring in tension to 
a certain extent. At the end of the 
cylinder which is at the right in the il- 
- lustration there is a flutter valve com- 
posed of a leather washer, a metal 
washer and a spring which holds both 
washers against holes in the end of the 
cylinder. 

As the car strikes a bump and the 
spring is deflected, the tension in 
the Snubit strap “B” is reduced and. the 
slack is taken up by the action of the 
coil spring in the Snubit pushing the 
piston to the right. As this occurs air 
in the cylinder is expelled through the 
flutter valve. 
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It the deflection is slight the piston 
moves but a small distance while on 
extreme deflections the piston may 
move practically the full length of the 
cylinder. Taking the extreme condition 
first we then find that on the rebound 
the piston in returning immediately 
produces a vacuum in the cylinder be- 
cause of the action of the flutter valve 
in preventing the return of the air 
which has been expelled. The force 
of this vacuum effectively controls the 
reaction of the spring. 

A leather gasket is used on the pis- 
ton, and the roller of bronze over which 
the strap operates is lubricated with an 
Alemite fitting so that it always turns 
freely on its nickel steel shaft. The 
vacuum Snubit comes packed with suf- 
ficient lubricant so that it is said to 
require no further attention for a pe- 
riod of one year. 

The installation is simplified by the 
use of a universal bracket which makes 
it possible to install the cylinder in a 
number of different positions in order 
to avoid interference with brake rods, 
fender brackets or other obstructions.

Here the 
warm air becomes saturated with gaso- 
line vapor and passes upward through 
the heated chamber, which dries it and 
brings it to the point of highest volatil- 
ity.

Q.—I have enjoyed reading Motor AGE 
for quite a while and find many valu- 
able ideas and plans. I would like to 
have some suggestions on building a 
service car for general garage troubles 
and battery service. I do not plan on 
having any hoisting apparatus’. but 
merely want this car for emergency calls 
for start ups and such matters. I in- 
tend to use a Dodge Brothers chassis.— 
Nebraska Reader. 

A car such as you have in mind can 
be made a source of considerable profit 
and at the same time it can be a very 
effective advertisement. By _ giving 
attention to appearance when con- 
structing the body for this car and 
making it distinctive instead of just 
another truck, it will attract much at- 
tention. Frequently service cars such 
as you have in mind are designed with 
rear steps for gaining access to the 
different compartments, a brass railing 
also being used. The latter is probably 
applied for appearance more than for 
utility. Then by having the name and 
easily memorized telephone number 
lettered on the side of the truck it is 
quite likely that a motorist will re- 
member you when in need of your 
services. 

Carry a Tow Line 

The truck should be equipped to 
carry a tow line for either starting stiff 
cars or bringing them in, especially if 
you do not plan on having the wreck- 
ing crane as part of the regular equip- 
ment. In addition containers should 
be included for carrying gasoline, oil 
and water. Naturally there should also 
be a tool chest with provision for keep- 
ing the tools in place. Your own ex- 
perience will tell you what tools are 
most needed but jacks, pliers, end 
wrenches, pipe wrenches, cold chisels, 
hammers, files, screw drivers, punches 
Will be the most essential articles. We 
would suggest that the truck be 
equipped with a high pressure air 
cylinder for quickly inflating tires. A 
searchlight which can be turned in any 
direction and a small extension light 
are also most essential. 

As much of the service which you 
contemplate will probably be handled 
in winter, we are going to suggest a 
special exhaust heater for thawing out 
sediment chambers, gas lines and car- 
buretors and vacuum tanks’ which 
sometimes freeze up when water accu- 
mulates in them. This merely consists 
of a regular heater valve mounted in 
the exhaust pipe of the service car, but 
instead of having the valve connect 
With a heater in the car it connects 
With 12 or 14 ft. of flexible steel tubing, 


Which is used to conduct the heat of. 
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the service car engine directly to the 
frozen part. Such a device is very 
effective for performing the work just 
indicated. As you say this service car 
will be used for battery service we 
would suggest that you arrange a com- 
partment that would carry a couple of 
the more popular sizes of service 
batteries. 


Use Universal Terminals 


In addition you would also want to 
have a supply of universal terminals 
in order to adapt these batteries to a 
wide range of cars. Of course con- 
siderable discretion should be used in 
giving out these batteries but for 
service among the local motorists who 
are either well known to you or willing 
to give a sufficient deposit, it would be 
a decided advantage to have these bat- 
teries with you. In addition a service 
truck such as you contemplate should 
make it possible to sell a substantial 
quantity of such items as spark plugs, 
bulbs, fuses, tubes, tires and valve 
parts and it would be well to arrange 
to carry a carefully selected stock of 
these parts. We have in mind one 
service truck that has gone so far as 
to have the parts in.a compartment on 
the side of the truck. The outer door 
of this compartment is equipped with 
heavy plate glass and inside were two 
or three small lights operated from the 
car’s battery. This was certainly quite 
a distinctive little show window and 
assisted materially in selling quite a 
bit of the merchandise carried.

High Speed Gears Act 
Like Universal 


Q.—We have in the shop at the pres- 
ent time a Willys Knight model 64 that 
will not stay in high gear. It seems 
to work all right up to 25 miles an 
hour and then it shakes itself out of 
gear. We have taken the transmission 
apart, removed all the play in the shifter 
forks and also the end play in the main 
shaft, but it doesn’t seem to help any. 
When you shift from second to high you 
can feel the lever beginning to slip out, 
but it will not actually disengage until 
the car ig going about 25 miles an hour. 
—Roszhart Garage, Meadows, III. 

The difficulty you are having is due 
to wear between the direct second 
speed gear and the main drive gear. 
As you know the interior of the direct 
and second gear meshes directly with 
the main drive gear when in high. 
Theoretically there should be no wear 
between these two gears, but actually 
there is slight motion here, as the man- 
ner in which they connect makes them 
serve somewhat as a universal joint 
would. Misalignment between the 
transmission and the clutch of course, 
greatly increases the action at this 
point and naturally wears the gears 
proportionately. It may be that the 
wear is so uniform and so smooth that 
they appear to be in good condition. 
but if you will compare the old ones 
with a new pair of gears you will prob- 
ably find that the teeth are worn con- 
siderably. Incidentally wear between 
the shifter fork rod and shifter plung- 
ers reduces the ability of the plungers 
to hold the car in gear.

Q.—A we contemplate building almost 
immediately a new garage building, we 
would like to know if you have any 
plans on file that would give us sug- 
gestions or lead as to how to modernly 
arrange same. 

The building contemplated will be a 
two story structure. The lot is 132 ft. 
square, Georgia Street being the boule- 
vard showroom side. Thurlow Street is 
the next in prominence and Alberna 
Street the last in prominence. The sit- 
uation is the 132 ft. end of an entire 
narrow block. 

Our desire is first to show a full line 
of Chevrolet cars, also used cars and 
the usual parts and accessories. Our 
idea of cost of construction would be, 
$60,000 to $80,000. Any suggestion you 
might be able to pass along we assure 
you would be very much appreciated. 
We might say we also had in mind a 
mezzanine construction to accommodate 
the offices, etc., as we wish to conserve 
all space possible in order to have lib- 
eral showrooms.—Begege Motor Co., Lta., 
Vancouver, B. C., Canada. 

We have never’. been _ fortunate 
enough to make a layout for a building 
on such a favorable site as this and 
you are to be congratulated on being 
able to get a lot with so much frontage. 
Frontage is valuable not only for the 
display of your goods but also to enable 
your customers to find parking space 
near at hand. 


We have arranged the new car show- 
room across the front and given the 
used car showroom one of the side 
streets. The other side street has the 
parts and accessory store and stock- 
room and the service entrance. 

A mezzanine floor for your Office, etc., 
will be over the section devoted to 
parts stock and is indicated by the 
dotted line which bounds it. Installa- 
tion of a mezzanine floor will necessi- 
tate raising your second floor to at 
least 17 ft. above the first and this will 
necessitate a very long ramp, but since 
you have a good layout for it we sug- 
gest that you use a ramp instead of an 
elevator. 


We have not planned the second floor 
but have provided for it in the con- 
struction, planning the row of posts 
through the center to extend up to sup- 
port the roof trusses. This will leave 
the second floor free of columns and 
posts and allow most any sort of an 
arrangement you desire. We would 
suggest that the front half of the 
second floor be used for service depart- 
ment and that the balance of this be 
used for storage. 

Four small conference rooms, two 
opening into the main showroom and 
two into the used car showroom are 
shown in one end of the section de- 
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With streets on three sides of this building and a main thoroughfare in 
front there is nothing left to be desired in the way of display 


voted to accessory and parts stock. 
These will be handy for closing con- 
tracts and conference with customers 
generally. 

There is a stairway to the mezzanine 
from the used car showroom as well as 
the main showroom and it is very easy 
to arrange a stairway from the mez- 
zanine to the second floor, preferably 
in connection with the rear stairway. 

You have not indicated which side 
of the building is on the better of the 
two side streets, and consequently 
if it seems preferable the plan may be 
reversed, placing the used car show- 
room on the opposite side as we would 
think it advisable to make the service 
entrance on the least desirable street. 

You will probably install a dumb 
waiter between the parts department 
and the service department to make 
parts more accessible to the shop. We 
cannot give you much information re- 
garding cost, labor and material. Mar- 
kets vary so greatly in different parts 
and there is so much difference in the 
finish of different buildings. 

With a medium construction however, 
we would not think you could get off 
for less than $80,000 as the cost of 
this building. The mezzanine floor 
will undoubtedly make the building 
cost more than the actual area added 


in this floor, but it will make the 
showroom higher and the garage in the 
rear more airy and consequently we 
believe is worth the cost. 


INSTALL FLEXIBLE EXHAUST 
PIPES 


Q.—Our shop men sometimes complain 
of the fumes thrown off when cars are 
tested in the shop. While we are operat- 
ing in a modern building we have no 
special form of ventilation except that 
of opening windows. In the winter time 
this is unsatisfactory for removing the 
gas which seems to hang to the floor 
and is not easily removed from the room. 
—R. C. Hain, 300 E. Main St., Owosso, 
Mich. 

Even with a good ventilating system 
it is not advisable to run cars for any 
length of time without having the ex- 
haust pipe connected to a flexible 
exhaust line which will carry the gas 
out of doors. One or two such flexible 
exhaust lines in the shop should suffice 
and cars which have to be run for any 
appreciable lehgth of time should be 
connected to these lines. It is obviously 
unwise to discharge a lot of exhaust 
gas into a shop and then in cold 
weather try to remove all of the old air 
and replace it with new air. This 15 
very inefficient from a heating stand- 
point because the new air must be 
heated. 
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Chiefly a Question 
Of Design 


(.—Why is there so much difference 
regarding what engineers say about 
main bearings? One group maintains 
that few bearings with a heavy shaft is 
ideal, while the other group say you 
should have light reciprocating parts in 
a shaft held rigid by main bearings on 
each side of the connecting rod. One 
system naturally requires more power 
to turn the excess weight while the 
other system has more bearing frictional 
resistance.—Theo. R. Farrington, 6704 S. 
Campbell Ave., Chicago, Il. 

The comparison between the shaft 
having many bearings and the shaft 
having few bearings might be illus- 
trated in the following way. Suppose 
two boys are planning to build a bridge 
across a ditch of water. One has a 
heavy plank and the other has a thin 
flexible plank. The boy with the heavy 
plank merely allows it to rest on the 
two sides of the ditch. The boy with the 
thin plank builds one or two additional 
supports in the center of the stream. 
After each bridge is constructed it is 
found that they are similar from an 
operating standpoint. The thin plank 
with the additional supports serves 
very well in supporting the weight of 
elther boy and the thick plank also 
serves to support either boy in cross- 
ing the ditch. 


In similar manner it is more or less 
a matter of opinion as to whether a 
small crankshaft with many bearings 
Or a heavy crankshaft with few bear- 
ings is used and either one designed 
properly can be made to give satisfac- 
tory service. We do not believe the 
point you mention of power and fric- 
tion will check up exactly as you state 
them. It will take no more power to 
drive the heavy shaft than a light one 
although extra weight will affect 
acceleration. However, where rotating 
weight has been built into the crank- 
Shaft it makes it possible to use a 
lighter flywheel so that the extra 
Weight in the shaft can hardly be said 
to be detrimental. On the other hand 
With a light weight shaft the weight of 
the flywheel can be put at the rim 
Where it is perhaps a little more 
effectual. 

We do not believe there is any differ- 
ence in the friction. Ordinarily fric- 
tion is independent of surface area but 
ig dependent on the pressure. For 
example if an explosion in a certain 
cylinder produces a 1,000 lb. pressure 
then the friction will be a certain per- 
centage of that 1,000 lbs. regardless of 
the area of the bearing. The area of 
the bearing however, will determine to 
a4 great extent the life of the bearing. 
Should the area of the bearing be so 
small that the metal portion of the

shaft would actually dig into the bab- 
bitt then we would find conditions al- 
tered, but until this takes place the 
rule that -the friction is a certain per- 


centage of the pressure load holds true 
in practically all cases. 


VALVE CLEARANCE ON STUTZ 

Q.—I noticed that nearly all over- 
head camshaft engines where camshaft 
operates directly on the valve stem, use 
great clearance. I have heard that the 
new Stutz 8 cylinder engine uses a clear- 
ance of about .030 in.—Port Washington 
Reader. 

This is substantially correct. In ad- 
justing valves on the Stutz eight cyl- 
inder cars the procedure is to turn the 
camshaft with the heel of the cam, 
at one side of the metering pin, di- 
rectly over the valve cap. The clear- 
ance should then be set with .032 in. 
feeler or shim for intake valve and with 
.028 in. feeler for exhaust valve. An 
optional setting of .029 in. for the in- 
take and .025 in. for exhaust is per- 
missible. Intake and exhaust valves 
can be distinguished readily because 
each exhaust is located directly ad- 
jacent to a camshaft bearing.

TAPPING A HOLE IN A CORNER 


Practically every mechanic has had 
the experience of trying to tap a hole 
to an oversize in an out of the way 
place where a regular tap wrench can 
not be used. To do this more easily I 
square out the inside of a hex. nut so 
that it fits the butt end of the tap. I 
ean then use a T shaped socket wrench 
to operate the tap.—aA. H. Fitch, Frank- 
fort, Kansas.

Get a Fire Extinguisher 
Then Try This 


Q.—In Motor Ace I once saw a ques- 
tion asked in regard to making a Ford 
start easily in cold weather. I start 
mine easily in zero weather by wrapping 
two or three strands of soft asbestos 
wicking about the size of a clothes line 
around the vertical part of the intake 
manifold at about the center and hold it 
on with wire. I then saturate this with 
alcohol and ignite it. It is convenient 
to keep the alcohol in a small oil can. I 
also carry with me in cold weather a 
can of solid alcohol called Sterno or 
canned heat. To start a cold engine I 
set this can under the intake manifold 
close to the carburetor flange and ignite 
it. It should be set up about one inch 
from the engine oil pan. I have used 
both the above methods for the last 
ten years with good results. There is 
very little danger in either method as 
far as fire is concerned if there are no 
leaks around the carburetor, but this 
method should never be attempted if 
the engine has been cranked over once 
or twice as in that case there will be 
fresh gasoline vapor around the carbu- 
retor. 


We believe that with good ignition 
and a choker that operates properly 
that the heating referred to should not 
be necessary, and in case it is necessary 
we believe that heating with boiling 
water is to be preferred as there is no 
fire hazard involved. There is no doubt 
of course to this method being effectual 
and as the subscriber said, it is prob- 
ably safe if there is no gasoline vapor 
in the vicinity. Carelessness, however, 
in the application of this method might 
easily cause the carburetor to be set 
on fire.

AXLE NOISE HEARD IN CLUTCH 


Q.—We have in our shop a 6-cylinder 
Essex coach which has a peculiar noise 
which apparently comes from the clutch 
or transmission. This noise shows up 
when coasting or when the road is just 
enough down grade so that the engine 
is pushing the car about half the time. 
The noise seems very similar to a clutch 
that is working in the flywheel. This 
is my theory of the trouble but mechan- 
ics experienced on Hudson and Bssex 
cars say this is impossible-—New York 
Subscriber. 

The trouble is in the rear axle and 
is due to end play in the pinion. This 
can be taken up by loosening the lock- 
ing device and turning the adjustment 
with a spanner wrench. The reason it 
seems to be in the clutch or transmis- 
sion is that the noise is transmitted 
through the propeller shaft up to the 
center of the car. Noises of this sort 
are very deceptive and will sometimes 
sound as if they are in the front axle 
when they are really in the rear axle. 
The reason for our feeling the trouble 
is in the axle is that you notice it when 
the direction of drive changes, so that 
the engine instead of propelling the car 
is actually being driven by the car.

Cause Missing 


Q@.—I have a 1921 Dodge which I 
worked on a short time ago. I ground 
the valves, fitted new rings, took up 
bearings. It has gone about 3,000 miles 
now and runs good at all speeds in 
pulling, but when speeded up over 35 
miles an hour it misses badly. Would 
like to find out what to do with this 
car.—H. H. Croy, 905 N. 14th St., La- 
Fayette, Ind. 

Before attempting any work on the 
car it is well to determine whether the 
fault is in the carburetion or ignition 
system. We rather suspect that your 
carburetion is O. K. or the engine would 
be inclined to miss on a hard pull as 
well as at high speed. To check up on 
the ignition remove one of the high ten- 
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Buick motor generator 


sion wires from the spark plug and hold 
terminal is of an inch from the cylinder 
head so that the spark can jump and 
then listen to see if there is any irreg- 
ularity in the spark when the engine is 
speeded up to the point at which it gen- 
erally misses. In order to exclude mis- 
cellaneous car and engine noises it may 
be necessary to listen to the spark 
through a paper tube as someone speeds 
the engine up for you. If it is found 
that the spark is irregular it may be 
due to the points being set too far apart 
or to a weak breaker spring. It is also 
quite possible on a car of this age that 
the distributor shaft or bushing is so 
worn that the cam is permitted to wob- 
ble and thus produce irregular action. 





WHY DISTRIBUTER PIN BREAKS» 


On page 30 of the July 15, 1926, issue 
of Motor AGE there was a question from 
the Minden Battery Co., 517 Minden Ave., 
Minden, Nebr., regarding the breaking 
off of the pin that drives the high ten- 
sion rotor of the Remy ignition on a 
1916 Reo. We had the same trouble 
with a 1916 Reo that caused much grief 
for several days before the cause was 
located. We feel sure from the descrip- 
tion given that their trouble is the same 
as ours, which we found to be due to a 
worn bronze drive gear on the bottom

of the distributer shaft. The-gear does 
not have to be worn out but merely un- 
even so that a bad spot on one side will 
cause the shaft to drive the rotor with 
a jerky motion. when the car is operat- 
ing.—Harry C. Hurlbut, 4100 Homer St., 
Los Angeles, Calif. 

This explanation sounds quite plausible 
and is in line with our suggestion in 
checking up the distributer shaft to see 
if there was much side play in it. Doubt- 
less when the gears mesh very poorly 
there is an excessive side strain put on 
the bottom of the rotor shaft and this 
probably deflects the shaft at the top 
sufficiently to make the rotor strike al- 
though in normal operation it does not 
strike when being tested by hand.

SPECIAL CONNECTIONS NEEDED 


Q.—Why do you have to connect the 
battery current to positive brush and 
control brush at the same time on a 
Buick motor generator to get it to 
motorize.—J. R. Knight, Braman Motor 
Co., Braman, Okla. 

The method of connections that you 
indicate as being necessary is shown 
by an illustration we are publishing. 
We have also included an ammeter in 
the circuit. The reason this is neces- 
sary is that one end of the shunt field 
is not connected until the ignition 
switch is operated. Then the connec- 
tion from battery is made to both the 
field and armature terminals. Accord- 
ingly when you have one of the Buick 
motor generators on a test bench you 
must connect these two terminals to 
the same battery post so that both field 
and armature will get current. We are 
showing another illustration which 
gives a diagrammatic end view of the 
Buick motor generator used in 1921, 
the circuits being similar in later years 
until separate units were employed.

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Charging Current Varies 
from Ten to Five 


Q.—Will you please explain how the 
current in a Remy generator is con- 
trolled on the 1926 Velie? Also has it 
any adjustment besides the thermostatic 


control? We have ae generator. that 
sometimes charges 10 amperes. and 
sometimes charges five amperes. What 


would be the cause of this trouble?— 
S. E. Archibald, 109 N. 9th St., Olean, 
N. Y. 

On Remy generators there is a clamp 
screw on the end bracket which can be 
loosened, after which the third brush 
can be moved. Moving the brush in the 
direction of armature rotation increases 
the current and moving it against the 
direction of armature rotation reduces 
the current. When the temperature of 
the machine gets to about 160 deg. 
Fahrenheit the thermostatic contacts 
are supposed to open and give a certain 
amount of reduction to the charging 
current. The exact amount of reduc- 
tion will vary somewhat with the third 
brush position. Variation in the 
amount of charge obtained from the 
third brush machine also takes place 
when the condition of charge of the 
battery varies. 


The same third brush machine with 
the same setting will charge more when 
the battery is fully charged than when 
it is partially charged or nearly dis- 
charged. This means that the average 
charging current should be regulated 
to take care of average driving condi- 
This can be done if occasion- 
ally hydrometer readings are taken at 
the battery to see whether the battery 
is losing or gaining. You do not say 
when the change from 10 to 5 amperes 
takes place. If it occurs due to engine 
getting hot it is probably caused by the 
normal action of the thermostat.

Avoid the Skids with Tire Chain Sales

At the West Morland garage Uperly, the manager, 
was also doing some figuring. He had started his fig- 
uring a month or so before and had stocked up heavily 
on tire chains. Too heavily, some had said, but Uperly 
was full of ideas and one of them he had not revealed 
to the others in the garage. 


When the weather forecast had indicated snow, how- 
ever, Uperly called his shop men together and planned 
the attack. Two shop cars and the truck would be 
equipped with bags of chains of various sizes and the 


next morning all would be in readiness to cash in on 
the weather. 


So it happened that when Peggy Suthers came back 
with the only objection she could think of that Upperly 
was ready for her and started one of his cars for the 


Suthers place to make the sale and also the initial 
installation. 


As the men came in that day reporting sale after sale 
made through the application of a little service co- 
Operation, Uperly did some more figuring and decided 
that the sale of the chains was not the only thing that 
had been accomplished. Cars were prepared for con- 
tinuous use, which would mean more gasoline and oil 
sold, more tires used, more cars that in operating would 
need service work and supplies that could not possibly 
be sold to owners who had their cars laid up. 

Yes, it certainly paid to provide every comfort and 
every necessity that would bring in additional profits 
aS well as keep cars in operation regardless of the 
weather, 

But automotive dealers do not have to live in 
West Morland to cash in on the business that the 
Weather man shoves in front of the door, for the pos- 
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sible profits from the sale of tire chains are many. 
A purchaser of a new car in the winter season is a 
specially good prospect. Not only does he wish to 
avoid a smash-up with his new car, but he takes pride 
in the car’s mirror-like finish and does not want even 
a fender scratched. The appeal to pride as well as the 
safety appeal should register with these customers. 


The purchaser of a used car is also a prospect for 
chains. The very fact that he has not bought a new 
car shows that he is conservative, and protection of his 
investment is the best sort of conservatism, a form 
of insurance against a disastrous skid. 


Profits also pile up rapidly from many small sales as 
well as as from large sales. Here the stocking of the 
various sizes of cross chains most called for will prove 
advisable and if properly displayed, both complete sets 
of chains and repair parts will find ready sale during 
the coming season. Another item needed is the chain 
tool which opens or closes the links and makes it easy 
to remove broken parts and replace them with new. 


It might be wise to make a combination offer of six 
cross chains and a chain tool at a price slightly under 
the total price of the items separately. 


Passenger cars, however, are not the only ones that 
need skid-proof equipment. Trucks must continue to 
carry on regardless of the weather and inter-city traffic 
dictates that the roads must be traveled regardless of 
rain, mud or snow. The special types of chains for 
heavy duty service and for emergency application 
should accordingly be carried as well as passenger car 
types, where there is a considerable volume of poten- 
tial business. 

The forehanded automotive merchant will spare no 
effort to provide safe transportation for his customers, 
and his profits at the end of the season should reflect 
his forethought.

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Accessories to Sell 
—Tire Chains— 
HE tire chain is a useful and at times a neces- 
| sary article of automotive equipment. Safety 
is its excuse for existence. Convenience 
makes it mighty welcome at times. 

One of the chain manufacturers has made good 
use of the phrase “Wet rubber slips.” Persons who 
have worn rubber heels know it is true. The tire 
tread is of rubber and usually is designed to pre- 
sent a corrugated or broken surface to the road in 
order to lessen the chance of slipping. 

Here are some of the conditions under which tires 
will slip: Muddy road, wet pavement, snow or ice 
on road, loose gravel or sand. A dirt road is almost 
impassable immediately after a rain without chains. 
Some wet pavements are slicker than others, but there 
is always a possibility of skidding if a sudden stop is 
necessary. Many city pavements become dirty and 
when wet become coated with a slimy muck that 
is extremely slippery. Fresh snow that is somewhat 
“wet” makes dangerous footing for an automobile. 
Packed snow is equally slippery. And when streets 
become coated with ice progress is impossible with- 
out good chains. 

Balloon tires have been relied upon by many car 
owners to prevent skidding. It is true that by mak- 
ing a much larger contact with the road surface 
the balloon tire lessens the chance of slipping, and 
the application of brakes to four wheels instead of 
two also helps. But still, mud, slush and ice provide 
dangerous skidding conditions that can be overcome 
only by the use of chains. A good pair of chains 
should be in the equipment of every car, and in many 
cases the service required of the car is such that 
it should have chains on all four wheels. 

A little energy put behind the merchandising of 
tire chains means profit. 





Making Maintenance Profitable 


ONTHLY inspection and lubrication of the 

motor vehicle by a competent service station 

is the best assurance of continuous and 
satisfactory operation at low cost. 

By selling this idea to the public good dealers and 
Shops will open up a profitable business for them- 
selves. Where the car is inspected and lubricated 
regularly every month it is really maintained in the 
condition that gives it a fair chance. The regular 
lubrication prevents wear, and the inspection and 
adjustment keeps the mechanical parts in good 
condition. The shop that is organized for this 
inspection service can do it quickly and well and 
make a good profit from a reasonable fee. A volume 
of such business in itself will mean a handsome 
income, 

But by building up a regular service of this kind 
the shop also increases its opportunity for the sale 
Ot parts, supplies and accessories. Regular inspec-

_ tion in time will reveal parts that need replacing, the 


need of a new tire, a bumper, a set of chains, an 
auxiliary light, a new paint job—many additional 
sales and services that will bring profit to the dealer 
and actually save the car owner money because under 
this system repairs and replacements are made 
before the defective condition has caused excessive 
damage. 

And of course the dealer operating under this 
system has the sale of a large volume of lubricants 
that otherwise he might not get. Not the least of 
the assets is a satisfied clientele of car owners. 

Probably the greatest difficulty in connection with 
this plan is in getting customers to bring their cars 
in regularly. The plan will not be effective unless 
it is carried out rigidly. There are many owners 
who will start out with a plan of this kind, keep it 
up for two or three months and then drop it until 
some day they find their cars badly in need of 
expensive overhauling. Some dealers have had 
success with an owners’ club plan, issuing regular 
membership cards for a year, with certain advantages 
and privileges that are available to the member only 
in the last month or two of the period on the condi- 
tion of his faithful observance of the regular inspec- 
tions.

VARYING CONDITIONS MARK 


Month Holds Its Own 
Fairly Well for Season 


Good General Business Tone 
Suggests Sound State of 
Economic Structure 





general business conditions for 

October in various parts of the 
country reveal a situation such as 
might have been expected of that 
month. Again new cars sales were 
found to be spotty, with some regions 
reporting an improvement over Septem- 
ber and more a slight drop. The 
slump as a rule was not great while 
on the other hand few material gains 
were noted. In a word it might be 
said that October held its own very 
well in the face of a somewhat dis- 
turbed stock market and a less favor- 
able outlook in the south for good cot- 
ton prices. Encouraging statements 
regarding general conditions indicate 
the country’s economic understructure is 
healthful and sound. New ear sales 
generally for the first ten months are 
well ahead of the same period of last 
year. 

Used car sales showed more life in 
numbers of localities although in fewer 
sections they fell off and in some sec- 
tions dealers seemed too well stocked 
with second hand vehicles. 

In numbers of instances there was 
an improvement in truck sales, with 
trucks, on the whole, looking up some 
better than in September. Despite the 
several disconcerting elements’ that 
have entered recently into the national 
picture there is ample evidence on which 
to base optimistic expectations for the 
- rest of the year.

Milwaukee 


Passenger car sales continue to run 
well ahead of a year ago, and better 
deliveries by the factories are helping 
to sustain a volume of new business 
that suffered some restriction during 
August and September. New car sales 
as positively indicated by the Wisconsin 
system of dealer reports and owners’ 
registrations are holding closely to the 
line of a 25 per cent gain established 
during the first nine months. With 
September and October making greater 
gains over the same months of 1925 
than any other month this year save 
May, dealers believe they will enjoy an 
active demand until the middle of 
December. 

General business conditions in Mil- 
waukee and elsewhere throughout Wis- 
consin are sound and favorable. 

Finance companies are pleased with 
the manner in which time payments are 
being made, the promptness being well 
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above past experience. Repossessions 
are relatively rare, and in this respect 
business is considered much better than 
at any time in the past. 

The sale of motor trucks all this 
year has been of a most encouraging 
nature and the gain over the previous 
year is expected to run nearly to 20 
per cent. 

In the tire trade, conditions are rela- 
tively good. Dealers’ stock are in one 
of the most comfortable positions that 
has been known in recent years, and 
the movement of merchandise is pro- 
ceeding along favorable lines. 

The matter of allowance on used 
cars still being largely in the hand of 
the dealer, resale values are corre- 
spondingly lower and this has resulted 
in a freer movement. Stocks, how- 
ever, are very heavy and _ require 
strenuous efforts to prevent an over- 
whelming accummulation, with new car 
sales relatively heavy and generally 
involving a used Car. 


Salt Lake City 
New car sales in October held up 
well until the latter part of the month 
when they began to fall off. October 
sales were not quite so good as the 
corresponding month of 1925 and they

fell a little behind last month’s. Com- 
mercial car sales were ahead of Sep- 
tember and from 25 to 40 per cent ahead 
of corresponding month of last year. 
Some buses have been sold. 


Weather conditions for the past 
month have been almost summerlike, 
and this has helped the sale of used 
cars appreciably. There are still too 
many used cars on the market, how- 
ever, and some of the dealers are wor- 
ried over this phase of their business. 
Used car prices are lower now than for 
a long time, especially on open Cars. 


Industrial conditions are good, except 
here and there where the sugar plants 
will not operate on account of light 
beet crop. Bankers and business men 
generally report collections as satis- 
factory. 


Boston 

Motor car sales in Boston, speaking 
generally, took a slump in October. 
In a majority of the automotive places 
the executives and salesmen seemed to 
be puzzled because the slump came 
rather suddenly. In a few places the 
orders have kept up very well. Whole- 
sale orders have been fairly good. 


Even the used cars seem to have hit 
the slump. Dealers are not doing any 
unnecessary trading just now. Their 
stocks are not too top heavy for drives 
have been made to lower them all 
along the lines, and they are planning 
to keep them down. Truck sales have 
slowed up a bit, but not too much 
to cause the executive to do very much 
worrying. They feel that it is a sort 
of temporary dropping off. 

Accessory dealers report that October 
business has been averaging up fairly 
well with other months but it could be 
better.

Birmingham 

Although during the latter part of 
October the automobile business and 
general business was slightly slower in 
this section on: account of the reports 
on the cotton crop, Birmingham deal- 
ers do not anticipate a_ prolonged 
slump in business. The effect in this 
section has been very slight and re- 
tailers continue to predict that the end 
of 1926 will reveal that it has been the 
best year Birmingham automobile deal- 
ers have ever had. 


The truth is that cotton is no longer 
king in this section of the south, the 
dealers say. Business has become so 
much enlarged and so diversified that 
the slump in a single line cannot cause 
a general regional depression. 


The used car market has been sur- 
prisingly active during the past month. 

The tires, accessories and supplies 
dealers report continued good busi- 
ness. While dealers in new cars say 
business has been slightly more quict 
during the past few weeks, accessory

dealers say they have noticed no 
change, except likely for the better. 

Credit conditions on both new and 
used cars are excellent according to 
the dealers. There have been a few 
re-possessions On used cars but none 
at all one new cars, showing that peo- 
ple in this market are in good financial 
circumstances. 


Truck men say that business for the 
past few weeks has been fairly good, 
though not quite so excellent as it was 
during the preceding month. AS a 
whole and taking the cotton crop re- 
ports into consideration, the report of 
the automobile dealers is fairly good. 
They believe that the market is going 
to show a steady improvement from 
now until the first of the year. 





New York 


New car sales in the Metropolitan 
area took a sharp decline in October. 
In the first two weeks total sales were 
3.097, as compared with 4,134 for the 
first two weeks of September. This 
compares with 3,720 for the first two 
weeks in September, 1925, and with 
4.059 for the first two weeks in Octo- 
ber, 1925. Further declines were ex- 
pected when statistics were available 
for the remainder of the month. Virtu- 
ally no demand is reported for used 
cars. Stocks, however, are fairly low, 
which eases the situation somewhat. 


When definite figures for the month 
are available, it is considered likely the 
decline in truck sales for the Metro- 
politan area will be greater, propor- 
tionately, than in passenger car sales. 
This is due in part to adoption of new 
time sales policies by several manufac- 
turers, in which larger cash down pay- 
ments are required and less liberal and 
shorter terms extended. 





Cleveland 

Although figures compiled as of 
Sept. 30 showed that distributors and 
dealers had sold 12 per cent more new 
cars and about 46 per cent more used 
cars for the first nine months of this 
year than for the same period last 
year, October proved the worst for 
business in many months. But two or 
three distributors found October even 
equal to last year and most of the deal- 
ers fell far below sales of a year ago. 
There seem to be two reasons for the 
dull period; the decidedly inclement 
Weather, cold rains having fallen 
hearly all month, and a desire of many 
Prospective buyers to hold over until 
the annual show. 

Experience has taught the dealers in 
this market that cars cannot be sold 
in the fall when the weather breaks 
in September and October as it has this 
year. The buyer seems to feel that 
Winter is practically here and why buy 
anew car? While the conditions cited 
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apply to new car sales, the same pre- 
vails in the used car market sales 
having fallen off decidedly in October. 

What new car buying there is seems 
to trend heavily toward smaller cars 
and, in the used car field, almost ex- 
clusively to closed models. Truck dis- 
tributors and dealers have been a shade 
more fortunate. Truck sales did fall 
off in October but not to the extent 
that the passenger car sales fell. 


The automotive jobbing business is 
spotty. The larger houses report busi- 
ness in October a trifle ahead of last 
October but the smaller jobbers are 
either splitting even or a few points 
behind last year’s figures. 





Chicago 


Complete figures by makes and coun- 
ties on new car registrations for Illinois 
in October compiled by Robinson’s Ad- 
vertising Service at Springfield, show a 
decline as compared with September’s 
total of about 25 per cent. Compared 
with October, 1925, a drop of about 20 
per cent is noted. The recession for 
the Chicago metropolitan district also 
was sharp although in that area the 
month had a favorable start and a poor 
finish. Numbers of dealers in Chicago 
proper, however, report better busi- 
ness in October, compared with Septem- 
ber and compared with October of 1925. 

Despite the October backset sales for 
the year still run well ahead of last 
year’s sales to the present time. Time 
sales figures indicate that the first two 
weeks of October ran ahead of the first 
two weeks of September due, no doubt 





to the stimulus of better weather con- 
ditions than obtained in the last half 
of the month. Truck sales for last 
month probably came nearer holding 
their own than passenger car sales, 
although this business was only brisk 
in rare spots. 


Denver 


Business is normal in Colorado this 
month, taking the state as a whole. 
Northern Colorado is considerably 
above this average, due to the tremen- 
dous beet crop that is now moving to 
market at a high price. October runs 
about 20 per cent above September 
which is a normal condition. Closed 
models predominate, of course. Truck 
business is about the same as in Sep- 
tember. Collections are about the same 
in Denver, with considerable improve- 
ment in the rural. districts. The 
weather has been exceptionally fine, 
and it is expected that when the change 
comes there will be a considerable in- 
crease in closed car sales. 


San Francisco 


October sales in San Francisco and 
territory were about ten per cent bet- 
ter than in September and from 20 to 
25 per cent better than October last 
year. The latter half of October was 
better than the first 15 days. General 
business conditions are good and the 
failure of new car sales to keep up 
with the general business movement is 
surprising. 

Used car sales show considerable im- 
provement, especially in cars listing at 
$1000 and up when new. Truck sales 
are considerably better than during the 
summer, due to unusual fall demand.

M.&A.M.A. Check Shows 
Moderate Dip in October 


Further Seasonal Recession 
Expected This Month 
Should Not Be Large 





NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—Curtailment of 
production at the car manufacturing 
plants in response to seasonal in- 
fluences has been attended by a 
dropping off in parts and accessory pro- 
duction. According to the monthly bul- 
letin issued by the Motor and Accessory 
Manufacturers’ Association the output 
of parts and accessories among its 
members receded moderately in Octo- 
ber as compared with September, 
whereas -‘September’s total was slightly 
under that of August. 

Some further recession is looked for 
by the M. & A. M. A. this month, but 
it is not expected to be large and as 
now visioned would be in line with 
seasonal conditions. 

With 100 as the index figure for Janu- 
ary, 1925, the association bulletin shows 
total parts, accessory and_ service 
equipment wholesale sales for Septem- 
ber at an index of 147, compared with 
152 for August, 133 for July and 141 
for June. 

A figure of 151 for September is given 
for parts and accessory shipments to 
car and truck makers for original 
equipment, compared with 157 for 
August, 135 for July and 140 for June. 

Replacement parts shipments to the 
trade in September stood at 120, the 
same as in August and compared with 
117 for July and 135 for June. Acces- 
sory shipments to the trade were 126 in 
_ September, compared with 131 for Au- 
cust, 127 for July and 140 for June. 
Shop equipment and tools were 165 for 
the month, compared with 166 for Au- 
cust, 142 for July and 184 for June. 
Automotive equipment jobbers report- 
ing from all parts of the United States 
and Canada indicated a September 
business ranging substantially ahead of 
August, and ahead of the same period 
of last year.

Car Output Record Likely 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—Gradual reces- 
sion of production activity in the auto- 
motive industry is looked for through 
the remainder of the year, and there 
is evidence that manufacturing will not 
be as extensive as in the closing 
months in 1925. This is based on ex- 
pected poor sales conditions in some 
of the normally good winter markets 
in the south and slackened operations 
in some industrial centers. 

With a nine months output of 
3,670,100 now established for the year, 
the industry needs only to average 
approximately 220,000 monthly in Octo- 
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ber, November and December to exceed 
the 1925 record total. October produc- 
tion has exceeded this required average 
by well over 100,000. To reach a mark 
of 4,500,000, which has been predicted 
by Alfred Reeves, general manager of 
the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, an average of 250,000 
approximately must be reached in 
November and December despite re- 
duced schedules. That these totals 
will be reached seems entirely safe.

Buick Lists New Coupe

troducing an open coupe on the series 
“128” chassis. It will be known as the 
model “54-CC” and will list at $1925. 

Affording the advantages of a coupe, 
the model can also be transformed into 
an open car by folding the top into a 
small pack. The natural fabric top 
hangs low over a body of duotone Win- 
chester blue Duco, giving the car a 
smart appearance. The molding is 
Winchester grey. A red stripe in the 
center of the molding is edged on both 
sides with a narrow gold stripe. Wheels 
are dark natural wood with red striping 
on the felloes and spokes. 


A low swung dickey seat is carried 
in the rear deck similar to other Buick 
coupe and roadster models. A side door 
is also provided, making the rear com- 
partment easily accessible. Aluminum 
steps with rubber pads provide an easy 
means of entrance to the dickey seat. 
Windshield is one piece and swings out. 
A ventilator is in the cowl. 


Upholstery is of hand buffed leather. 
Nickel trim is generously used. Win- 
dows can be raised or lowered with the 
top up or down.

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Claim New Bugatti Is 
World’s “Biggest” Car 


French Model Has 185 Inch 
Wheelbase and an 898 
Piston Displacement 


PARIS, Oct. 22—(By Mail)—Ettore 
Bugatti demonstrated to a small num- 
ber of friends the first model of his 
luxurious straight eight automobile 
which, with a piston displacement of 
$98 cu. in. and a wheelbase of 185 in., 
is the biggest passenger car in the 
world. Listed at 500,000 franes ($14,- 
285) for chassis only, it is the most ex- 
pensive car built. 


Although no promises have been 
made it is understood that deliveries 
will be.made by the middle of next 
year. 


In full running order, with a seven- 
passenger phaeton body the Bugatti 
weighs 5700 Ibs., of which 770 lbs. is 
represented by the engine. The car 
has a low gear for starting, a direct 
drive giving 93 miles an hour at an 
engine speed of 2,000 revolutions a 
minute, and an indirect geared up-gear 
giving 125 miles an hour at the same 
engine speed. Special four-ply Rapson 
tires of 980 by 170 mm. have been 
built for this car and are mounted on 
aluminum alloy wheels with vane type 
spokes. 


Gas consumption is stated to be at 
the rate of 17 miles to the American 
gallon, this having been obtained the 
first time the car was put on the road, 
without special preparation. 


This big Bugatti embodies numerous 
technical innovations. The cylinder 
block, which measures 55 in. over all, 
is an iron casting with the crankshaft 
bearings carried direct in it and an 
aluminum water jacket and base 
chamber built around it. Lubrication 
is of the dry sump type, with two 
scavenger and one feed pump drawing 
from a 4-gallon oil tank under the 
cowl. Suspension is by semi-elliptics 
at the front, while at the rear there are 
quarter elliptic springs behind the 
axle and supplementary quarter ellip- 
tics ahead of the axle for extra load.

Business Conditions 


Department of Commerce Gives 
View of Current Situation 











The dollar volume of trade in the 
third week of October, as seen from 
check payments, was greater than in 
either the preceding week or the same 
week of 1925, according to the weekly 
statement of the Department of Com- 
merce. More goods moved into con- 
sumption during the second week than 
a year ago as seen from figures on car- 
loadings. Building contracts awarded 
during the third week, though lower 
than in the previous week, were higher 
than last year. The production of 
bituminous coal and petroleum was 
higher than in either the preceding 
week or a year ago, while the output 
of beehive coke and lumber was smaller 
than in the previous week, with lum- 
ber production showing a decline also 
from last year. 

Wholesale prices averaged higher 
than in the preceding week but were 
still substantially lower than a year 
ago. Loans and discounts of Federal 
reserve member banks receded from 
the high figure of the previous week, 
but at the end of the third week were 
still well above a year ago. Interest 
rates on call loans averaged lower than 
in the second week and were at the 
level of a year ago. Commercial-paper 
rates were also lower than in the pre- 
vious week but recorded an advance 
over last year. Stock and bond prices 
averaged lower than in the preceding 
week but each were substantially 
higher than in the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1925. Business failures were 
more numerous than in either the pre- 
vious week or the same week of 1925. 


“91.5” Rule to Appear 
In Europe’s Race Laws 





Regulations for 1927 May 
Not Demand Two Seats 
Side-by-Side 





PARIS, Oct. 22—(By Mail)—Euro- 
pean racing rules for next season will 
provide for supercharged engines hay- 
ing a piston displacement of 91% in., 
a minimum weight of 1543 lbs., and a 
minimum width of 31 in. In all proba- 
bility the provision of two seats side 
by side will not be enforced. There 
is a proposal to hold the French Grand 
Prix, the most important race under 
these rules, in the Bois de Boulogne, at 
Paris. The Bois is a city park, within 
four miles of the city hall, possessing 
excellent roads which could be used for 
racing. It is understood that the city 
authorities are favorably disposed to 
the use of these roads for a big inter- 
national race. | 

In addition to the 91% in. Grand 
Prix, the French club will hold a second 
race, next year, under a fuel allow- 
ance of 18 litres of gasoline and oil, 
per hundred kilometers. This is equiv- 
alent to rather more than 13 miles 
to the American gallon.

Hall Shows Increase in Pro- 
portion Being Spent in 
Keeping Car Fit 





NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—Large attend- 
ance by dealers and their salesmen 
marked the three merchandising meet- 
ings held by the Automotive Equip- 
ment Association last week in the 
metropolitan area. 

At one of these meetings, that at 
Brooklyn, all attendance records for 
A. E. A. merchandising meetings were 
broken when 2100 persons attended. 
At a meeting in New York City the 
attendance was 550 and in Newark the 
attendance was 450. 

Alfred Reeves, general manager of 
the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, as chairman and one of the 
principal speakers, briefly outlined the 
growth of the industry and the increas- 
ing importance of service and mainte- 
nance. He said that in the last year the 
automobile industry has been manufac- 
turing 31 miles of cars a day and he 
predicted that exports this year would 
exceed 550,000. 

Ray W. Sherman stressed the oppor- 
tunity afforded the industry to supply 
useful Christmas presents instead of 
the conventional red neckties and fancy 
socks. 

John J. Hall, special merchandising 
representative of the A. E. A., gave a 
graphic illustration of the increasing 
importance of service. In 1915, he said 
2,000,000 cars were in operation. Eighty 
cents of the automotive dollar was in- 
vested in the car and 20 cents in main- 
tenance, he declared. In 1925, he said, 
with nearly 20,000,000 cars, approxi- 
mately 44 cents was invested in the 
automobile itself and the remaining 56 
cents was spent for maintenance. 

He declared that approximately $275,- 
000,000 was spent for accessories in the 
last year. Seventy per cent of this 
amount, he pointed out, was handled 
by accessory stores and general acces- 
sories and only 30 per’cent by car 
dealers. 

Four points were stressed by Mr. 
Hall in the selling of accessories, as 
follows: The appeal to safety, the 
appeal to comfort, the appeal to con- 
venience and the appeal to appearance. 

Mr. Hall suggested as one good 
method of selling accessories the group- 
ing of complete accessory equipment 
On boards. One dealer, he said, ar- 
ranged groups worth $50, $100 and $150 
and discovered that little more sales 
eifort was required to sell the whole 
Sroup than an individual item. 

William Gow, service manager of the 
Studebaker Corp. of Newark, N. J., dis- 
cussed flat rates and piece work; and 
Harry Bragg, manager of the Automo- 
tive Merchants Association of New 


York, told about the activities of that 
body.

See Tire Inventory Aid 
In Rubber Situation 


Akron Makers Think Lists 
Are More Likely to Go 
Higher Than Lower 





AKRON, O., Oct. 30.—While tire man- 
ufacturers still are somewhat up in the 
air as to the future of extension of the 
Stephenson Restriction Act, the gen- 
eral feeling is that the new plan will 
be beneficial to the industry as a whole. 

Maintenance of the restriction prac- 
tically assures the manufacturers that 
crude rubber prices will not go much 
lower than 42 cents a pound. Produc- 
tion of rubber is cut 20 per cent if the 
average price is lower than this figure 
for any one quarter of the year. On 
such a basis, indications are that only 
80 per cent of production will be al- 
lowed in the quarter beginning Nov. 1. 

This, it is believed, will help the 
present inventory situation of many 
rubber companies, and assures that the 
low point in tire prices has been 
reached for several months at least. 

It is generally agreed that rubber and 
tire prices are more likely to go higher 
than lower. William O’Neil, president 
of the General Tire and Rubber Co. 
says “there are signs of steadier condi- 
tions in the raw material field next 
year, with no repetition of the sky- 
rocketing process of a year ago.” 

Launeh Testing Laboratory 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 30.— Robert J. 
Anderson, Inc., has been formed here 
to operate as a commercial testing 
laboratory specializing in metals and 
alloys. The staff is composed of expert 
chemists and metallurgists under the 
direction of Dr. R. J. Anderson, who is 
president of the company. Other officers 
are H. J. Pater, treasurer and R. T. 
Mosker, secretary. The officers with 
John and E. F. Eckerle form the incor- 
porators and directors. 





Present Bus Argument 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—The case of 
motor bus owners of America, in the 
discussion of Federal regulation of bus 
transportation as distinct from rail 
transportation, was presented in a de- 
tailed statement, summed up by definite 
recommendations in the form of a pro- 
posed bill, by S. A. Markel, chairman of 
the legislative committee of the Motor 
Bus Division, American Automobile 
Association, to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s examiners at the open- 
ing of concluding sessions in the hear- 
ings on the bus regulation problem. 

This bill is virtually the same as the 
Cummins-Parker bill, which passed the 
last session of the Senate, but failed 
of passage in the House. There are 
some minor changes in it, Mr. Markel 
pointed out. 

Other speakers representing all sides 
of the issue were heard by the com- 
mission. 
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SIDE LIGHTS OF LONDON’S SHOW 


LONDON, Oct. 29—(By Special Cable) 
—An unusually large proportion of six 


cylinder cars among new British 
models, extensive adoption of metal 
reinforcements in body work, wide- 


spread provision of vacuum _ servo 
mechanism and improvement in sedan 
outlines are among the outstanding 
design features evidenced at the twen- 
tieth Olympia Automobile Show which 
opened here Oct. 22. 

More new models of the different na- 
tions are being shown than ever before. 
There has been a general reduction in 
prices averaging about 8 per cent on 
both British and foreign models, 
although a slight increase is recorded 
by some French makers. Morris has 
cut the price of one model 25 per cent 
while a Minerva reduction is 23 per 
cent. 

Thirty-three new British models are 
being shown. In this group are one 
twelve-cylinder model, one eight, nine- 
teen sixes, ten fours, and two two- 
cylinder models. 

The general character of the new 
sixes is indicated by the piston dis- 
placement of the various models. Ten 
of these new sixes have a piston dis- 
placement of less than 150 cu. in., 16 
are under 200 cu. in., while all 19 have 
a displacement of less than 220 cu. in. 
Of the four-cylinder models, three 
‘have a displacement of less than 67 
cu. in., five of less than 100 cu. in, 
while all ten of this group are under 
150 cu. in. 

Despite the large proportion of small 
sixes among the new cars this year, 
there exists a widely expressed skep- 
ticism as to whether the demand will 
justify so many models in a field hith- 
erto unexplored except by Singer with 
its 108 cu. in. six which was introduced 
last year. Many makers, including 
Morris, believe British buyers of small 
economy ears still will favor four- 
cylinder models. 

Front wheel brakes now are standard 
on 90 per cent of the British cars. 
About 10 per cent have a vacuum servo. 
In this group are included three low 
priced models. Four makers are using 


Lockheed brakes; no additional com- 
panies have adopted the mechanical 
servo type. Vauxall is using a hy- 
draulic brake of its own design on its 
big four and single-sleeve six models. 

Austin now is using all metal body 
work, but is unique among British 
makers in this respect. Others, how- 
ever, are using steel reinforcements 
extensively. This has resulted in the 
introduction of touring saloons having 
phaeton body foundation with sedan 
top. One maker, Standard, offers a 
touring saloon with a sliding half roof 
optional. 

There has been a widespread adop- 
tion of nitro cellulose finish although 
Morris is a notable exception to this 
trend. 

Pleated upholstery seems to be dis- 
placing plain cushions while leather 
is being used more widely than cloth 
for sedans. 

The difference in price between closed 
and open models of BritisW cars is 
narrowing very considerably. Sedan 
prices still exceed phaeton prices in 
every case, but the difference is much 
smaller than ever before owing to the 
continued increase in output of closed 
cars. Nevertheless the phaeton still is 
the model in greatest demand except on 
large high priced chassis. 


Morris sprung a surprise at the show 
by adding a larger four-cylinder model, 
powered with a side valve engine of 
150 cu. in. displacement. This new 
Morris model has four speeds, overhead 
worm drive, 114 in. wheel base, 56 in. 
tread. The five-passenger model sells 
for 325 pounds, and the chassis for 245 
pounds. 

Daimler is showing two examples of 
its new 12-cylinder model. The power 
plant in this car is a 60 degree V type, 
having Knight valves and piston dis- 
placement of 434 cu. in. The enclosed 
limousine model sells for $13,500 and 
all models are now equipped with 
vacuum servo brakes. 

Singer has a new four cylinder 
overhead camshaft model of 52 cu. in. 
displacement. The four passenger 
model sells for $740. 


Rolls Royce and Lanchester designs 
and prices both remain unchanged this 
year. 


Sunbeam has three new sixes, one 
with an engine of 125 cu. in. displace- 
ment, another 176 cu. in. displacement. 
Prices on Sunbeam have been reduced 
greatly. 


Talbot has introduced a new light six 
the piston displacement of which is 
102 cu. in. The wheel base is 120 in. 


One additional maker,- Aster, has a 
single sleeve valve six which has dis- 
tinctive operation in that skew gears 
are eliminated. This is a high priced 
car. 

Three British makers, two of which 
are showing at Olympia, are offering 
light cars for $500. One of these is 
a valveless two-stroke twin-cylinder 
job with a roomy phaeton body; 
another is an overhead valve 61 cu. in. 
four; whiie the third is a two-cylinder 
flat twin type. 

Attendance on the opening day of 
the show this year was 21,845, a gain 
of more than 5,000 over the opening 
day last year when 16,400 admissions 
were recorded. 

There are 101 exhibitors, 20 less 
makes than in 1925. The distribution 
of exhibitors by nationalities is as fol- 
lows: British, 43; French, 25; Ameri- 
can, 20; Italian, 9; Belgium, 2; Austria, 
2, Germany still is barred from the 
show, probably for the last time. 


At the show this year there are alto- 
gether 532 stands. The exhibits include 
98 by car manufacturers, 63 by custom 
body builders, 331 by accessory con- 
cerns, 21 by tire companies and 18 
miscellaneous. Complete cars to the 
number of 552 are shown while the 
chassis exhibited number 69. Follow- 
ing are the American makes exhibiting 
this year at Olympia: Buick, Cadillac, 
Chandler, Chevrolet, Chrysler, Dodge 
Brothers, Essex, Hudson, Hupmobile, 
Marmon, Moon, Oakland, Oldsmobile, 
Overland, Packard, Paige, Reo, Stude- 
baker, Stutz, Willys Knight.

Many Tourists See Parks 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—The num- 
ber of motorists visiting national parks 
and monuments during the year ended 
Sept. 30 reached a total of 2,287,828, an 
increase of 233,266 over the previous 
year, and representing a gain of 36 
per cent in two years, figures being 
compiled by the Department of Interior 
show. Yosemite headed the list during 
the past year with a total of 274,209 
motor tourists. while Hot Springs came 
second with 260,000. The Rocky Moun- 
tains, with a total of 225,027, came third. 


Ready for Legislature 


RALEIGH, N. C., Oct. 30.—Prepara- 
tory to efforts for enactment of a com- 
prehensive program of remedial legis- 
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lation, the North Carolina Automotive 
Trade Association has established a 
branch headquarters here, which will 
be maintained throughout the session 
of the legislature, which meets in 
January. 


Add 3,338 More Miles 
To Federal Aid System 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30—An addi- 
tion of 3,338 miles has been made to 
the federal aid highway system during 
the last twelve months, according to 
statistics compiled by the American 
Road Builders’ Association. Total 


mileage under the system approved by 
the U. S. Bureau of Roads, according 
to the figures, now is 182,135, of which 
140,000 miles have been improved to 
some degree, with appropriations to- 
talling $150,000,000 available for 1928 
and 1929 construction. 

Charles M. Upham, managing director 
of the association, stated that special 
attention will be given at the associa- 
tion’s convention in Chicago January 
10 to 15 to plans to carry out con- 
struction of the 42,000-odd miles now 
included in the federal aid system, ard 
also to the discussion of future plats 
for extending the system to the 200,00 
miles now permitted by the Federal! 
road laws.

DETROIT, Oct. 30.—Dodge Brothers 
have picked out January 5 and 6, 1927, 
for the 12th annual dealers meeting, 
which is to be staged in Detroit, and 
promises to be the biggest affair of its 
kind ever held by the company. It is 
expected there will be several thou- 
sand present, and there is to be an 
entertainment to wind up the confer- 
ence at which there will be some 25 
acts. These will be staged by the 
divisional dealer organizations in an 
auditorium capable of seating 5,000 and 
prizes will be awarded for the best 
acts. 


The country has been divided into 
four divisions—Eastern, Southern, Cen- 
tral and Western—and representative 
dealers have been chosen to work out 
the details.

New Contest Board Policy 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 30.—At 
the first meeting of the reorganized 
Contest Board of the American Auto- 
mobile Association, held here it was 
decided that the board in addition to 
Supervising contests and speedways, 
Should lend its influence to stimulating 
technical tests of components of motor 
vehicles, accessories, etc. 


Where such technical tests would 
call for laboratory work, it is planned 
to make arrangements either with 
sovernment laboratories or those in 
universities.

Mr. Comings stressed also the im- 
portance of car dealers awakening to 
the opporunity for greater profits in the 
service department, and urged his lis- 
teners to do everything possible to sell 
their dealer-employers on the idea that 
service should be a real profit pro- 
ducer, as well as a new car sales 
asset. 

John F. Bolger, vice-president and 
director of the Allbestos Corporation, 
brake lining manufacturers, told the 
service managers much that was help- 
ful, out of his 37 years experience as 
a successful salesman.

Tells of Chromium’s Value 


DETROIT, Oct. 29.—Due to the ex- 
tensive use of chromium at the present 
time, especially by the automotive in- 
dustry, this metal has become second 
in importance to iron. Centrary to gen- 
eral impression, chormium is not in any 
sense a rare metal, in fact, there is 
more of this element in the earth’s 
crust than either copper or nickel. 
These two statements were the out- 
standing points of Dr. Colin G. Fink’s 
paper on “Chromium—a metal of many 
uses,” presented before 175 members 
and guests of the Detroit Section of the 
S. A. E. in the General Motors Building, 
Detroit. 

In his paper, Dr. Fink described the 
distribution of chromium, the physical 
and chemical properties of the metal, 
and its various applications. To stress 
the magnitude of the use of chromium 
Dr. Fink gave the world’s production 
figures on certain metals for 1925. 
Iron production was 95,000,000 tons; 
copper 1,500,000 tons; chormium 85,000 
tons; nickel 40,000 tons, and tungsten 
6,000 tons. 

Chromium possesses three distinct 
properties, Dr. Fink stated. These are, 
1, extreme hardness; 2, resistance to 
corrosion; 3, resistance to high tem- 
peratures. The biggest field for this 
metal, in his opinion, is that where 
metals are subject to corrosion. A big 
market has been created for chormium 
by the manufacturers of _ stainless 
steels, rustless irons and nichrome who 
employ at least 13 per cent chromium 
in the alloy forming these metals. 

Perhaps the most unusual property 
of chromium is that it can be plated 
on any metal known and as long as 
the surfaces treated are exposed, they 
are immune from the effects of cor- 
rosion.
